Highway)  bridge

(e)  Neshaminy  Creek  below  Route  13  bridge 

(f)  Pennypack  Creek  below  Frankford  Avenue  Bridge 

(g)  Ridley  Creek  below  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Bridge  in  Chester 

RIVER  - Tidal  portions  of  the  Delaware  River,  from  the 

Delaware  border  in  the  South  to  the  Railroad  Bridge 
at  Morrisville  in  the  North,  and  its  navigable 
tributaries  within  this  Commonwealth. 

SECRETARY  - The  Secretary  of  Commerce  of  the  Commonwealth.

ADMINISTRATION 

§202.1.  PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  Chapter  is  to  establish  the  by  laws 
for  the  administration  of  the  Commission. 

§202.2.  AUTHORITY. 

Section  506  of  The  Administrative  Code  of  1929  (71  P.S. 
§186)  authorizes  departmental  commissions  to  prescribe  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  their  respective 
commissions . 

§202.3.  NAME. 

The  name  of  the  Commission  will  be  the  Navigation  Com- 
mission for  the  Delaware  River  and  its  Navigable  Tributaries. 
§202.4.  DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE  COMMISSION. 

The  Commission  will  be  a departmental  commission  of  the 
Department . 

§202.5.  COMPOSITION  OF  COMMISSION. 

The  Commission  will  consist  of  nine  members  as  follows: 
(a)  Four  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  a majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Senate: 

(1)  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of 
Delaware  County; 

(2)  one  of  whom  shall  be  a resident  of  Bucks 
County ; and 

(3)  one  of  whom  shall  be  a resident  of 
Philadelphia  County. 
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(b)  Two  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia . 

(c)  One  to  be  Secretary  of  Environmental  Resources  or 
his  designee  who  will  serve  ex  officio. 

(d)  One  to  be  the  Director  of  Commerce  of  the  City  of 

)r 

Philadelphia  who  shall  serve  ex  officio. 

(e)  One  to  be  Secretary  or  his  designee. 


§202.6.  COMMISSION  CHAIRMAN. 


The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  will  be  the  Secretary  or 
his  designee. 


§202.7.  TERM  OF  OFFICE. 


The  members  of  the  Commission  will  be  appointed  initially, 
two  by  the  Governor  and  one  by  the  Mayor  for  a term  of  two 
years  and  two  by  the  Governor  and  one  by  the  Mayor  for  a 
term  of  four  years,  and  they  will  hold  office  for  a term  of 
four  years  thereafter  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified,  and  they  may  be  eligible  for  reappointment  to 
office . 


§202.8.  REIMBURSEMENT  FOR  EXPENSES. 

The  Commissioners  will  serve  without  compensation  but 
will  be  reimbursed  for  necessary  expenses. 

§202.9.  QUORUM. 

A majority  of  the  Commissioners,  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  will 
constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
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STANDING  COMMITTEES. 


§202.10. 

(a)  The  standing  committees  of  the  Commission  will  be 
as  follows : 

(1)  Committee  on  Navigation  and  Pilotage  which 
will  conduct  hearings  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  Commission  on  matters  related  to 
Chapters  205  and  207  of  this  title  (relating 
to  pilots  and  pilotage  and  navigation) . 

(2)  Committee  on  Construction,  Wharves  and  Docks, 
which  will  conduct  hearings  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Commission  on  matters 
related  to  Chapters  203  and  209  of  this 
title  (relating  to  construction  permits  and 
wharves  and  docks) . 

(b)  Chairmen  and  members  of  standing  committees  will 
be  appointed  by  the  Chairman.

MEETINGS. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  will  be  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month  unless  cancelled 
by  the  Chairman  for  lack  of  business  to  transact, 
with  public  notice  made  as  required  by  law. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman 
after  three  days  notice  given  to  the  members  of 
the  Commission  and  public  notice  made  as  required 
by  law. 

Meetings  of  committees  may  be  called  by  committee 
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chairmen  after  three  days  notice  given  to  the 
members  of  the  committee  and  public  notice  made 
as  required  by  law. 

§202.12.  COMMISSION  EMPLOYES. 

(a)  The  Commission  will  have  a secretary  and  such 
clerks  as  may  be  necessary  to  keep  accurate 
minutes  and  entries  of  all  orders,  regulations, 
and  transactions  of  the  Commissioners. 

(b)  The  Secretary  will  appoint  the  secretary  and  all 
employees  of  the  Commission,  whose  salaries  will 
be  fixed  as  provided  by  law. 


§202.13.  PUBLIC  INSPECTION  OF  RECORDS. 


The  minutes  and  entries  of  the  Commission  will  be 
available  for  the  inspection  of  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  desire  to  see  and  copy  the  same  in  the  office  of  the 
Commission  during  normal  working  hours. 


§202.14.  ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  GOVERNOR. 

The  Commissioners  will  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Governor,  showing  an  itemized  account  of  the  income  and  ex- 
penditures made  by  them. 

§202.15.  OFFICIAL  SEAL. 

The  official  seal  of  the  Commission  will  be  the  coat  of 
arms  of  the  Commonwealth,  encircled  with  the  words:  "Navigation 
Commission  for  the  Delaware  River  and  its  Navigable  Tributaries." 
§202.16.  ADMINISTERING  OATHS. 


Every  member  of  the  Commission  and  the  secretary  employed 
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by  the  Commission  will  have  the  power  to  administer  oaths  or 
affirmations  anywhere  in  this  Commonwealth,  with  regard  to 
any  matter  or  thing  which  may  properly  come  before  the 
Commission.

SUBPOENAS . 

The  Commission  will  have  the  power  to  issue 
subpoenas  requiring  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
and  the  production  of  books  and  papers  pertinent 
to  any  hearing  before  the  Commission  and  to 
examine  such  witnesses,  books,  and  papers. 

Any  witnesses  who  refuses  to  obey  a subpoena 
issued  under  this  section,  who  refuses  to  be 
sworn  or  affirmed  or  to  testify,  or  who  is 
guilty  of  any  contempt  after  summons  to  appear 
may  be  punished  for  contempt  of  court,  and,  for 
this  purpose,  an  application  may  be  made  to  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  within  whose 
territorial  jurisdiction  the  offense  was  committed.

CONSTRUCTION  PERMITS 
GENERAL  PROVISIONS 
§203.1.  DEFINITIONS. 

The  following  words  and  terms,  when  used  in  this  chapter, 
shall  have,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise, 
the  following  meaning: 

ACT  - The  act  of  June  8,  1907  (P.L.  496,  No.  322)  (55 
P.S.  §§  1-16) . 

CONSTRUCT  OR  CONSTRUCTION  - Any  construction  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  erection,  extension  alteration, 
improvement  or  repair  of  any  wharf,  pier,  dock, 
bulkhead,  slip,  basin,  bridge,  submerged  pipe, 
conduit,  aerial  crossing,  tunnel,  fill,  dredging, 
or  other  harbor  structure. 

INTO  THE  RIVER  - Encroachment  beyond  the  mean  high 
waterline . 

PERSON  - Including  but  not  limited  to  any  individual  or 
organized  group  of  any  character  including  partner 
ships,  associations,  corporations,  as  well  as 
local  instrumentalities  including  authorities 
and  corporations  thereof. 

WORK  - Series  of  tasks  necessary  for  completion  of 

construction  including  preliminary  administrative 
tasks  required  by  governmental  bodies,  such  as 
submission  of  application  for  permits,  licenses, 
or  other  approvals. 
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§203.2. 


AUTHORITY . 


Section  5 of  the  act  (55  P.S.  § 5)  authorizes  the  Com 
mission  to  adopt  and  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for 
construction  within  the  River. 

§203.3.  PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  Chapter  is  to  interpret  and  make 
specific  the  provisions  of  sections  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  11  of 
the  act  (55  P.S.  §§  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  11)  and  to  establish 
procedures  for  the  application  for  and  issuance  of  con- 
struction permits  for  construction  into  or  on  the  River. 
§203.4.  SCOPE. 

The  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  construction 
over,  on,  or  into  the  River. 

§203.5.  EXCEPTION. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Chapter,  the  Commission  will 
not  have  jurisdiction  within  any  city  of  the  first  class. 

APPLICATION  PROCEDURE 
§203.11.  CONSTRUCTION  PERMIT. 

No  person  shall  construct  on,  into,  or  over  the  River 
without  first  obtaining  a construction  permit  from  the  Com 
mission. 

§203.12.  APPLICATION  FORM. 

Application  for  a construction  permit  shall  be  made 
upon  a completed  Form  DC-760  (9/76),  "Application  for  Con- 
struction Permit,"  in  triplicate,  obtainable  from  the  Com- 
mission office. 
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§203.13.  APPLICATION  REQUIREMENTS. 

The  following  items  shall  be  submitted  with  the  application 

form: 

(1)  A copy  of  a deed  or  deeds,  or  other  evidence  of 
title,  evidencing  ownership  of  the  property  on 
which  proposed  construction  is  to  be  made,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  proof  that  the 
applicant  has  the  power  to  acquire  such  property 
by  the  power  of  eminent  domain  for  purposes  of 
such  construction. 

(2)  Three  copies  of  a location  plan,  to  scale, 
certified  by  a registered  Commonwealth  engineer 
or  surveyor,  showing  the  following: 

(i)  The  exact  location  and  dimensions  of  the 
intended  construction  with  relation  to  the 
riparian  property  lines  of  the  applicant 
and  the  established  bulkhead,  pierhead,  and 
channel  lines. 

(ii)  The  location  of  the  property  with  relation 
to  streets  or  other  recognizable  landmarks. 

(iii)  The  mean  high  waterline  and  the  mean  low 
waterline . 

(iv)  The  depth  of  water,  by  soundings,  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  proposed  improvements. 

(v)  The  adjacent  wharves,  bulkheads,  or  other 
harbor  structures.

(vi)  The  identity  and  mailing  address  of  the 
adjoining  riparian  owners. 

(vii)  The  direction  of  current  or  tide. 

(3)  Three  copies  of  construction  plans  prepared  by  a 
Commonwealth  registered  professional  engineer  or 
Commonwealth  registered  architect  showing  the 
following : 

(i)  Specifications  showing  fully  the  proposed 
construction. 

(ii)  Evidence  showing  the  proposed  construction 
is  not  likely  to  fail  and  become  a danger  or 
obstruction  to  navigation. 

(iii)  If  dredging  or  dumping  is  proposed,  the 
exact  location  of  the  work,  the  depth  to 
which  the  dredging  is  to  be  carried,  the 
approximate  amount  of  material  to  be  removed, 
and  explanation  as  to  how  and  where  the 
dredged  material  is  to  be  deposited. 

(iv)  A project  statement  containing  a narrative 
description  of  the  project  and  its  purpose. 

§203.14.  FEE. 

Every  application,  with  the  exception  of  an  application 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  or  any  agency  thereof, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a filing  fee  of  $5.00,  to  be  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury.  Such  payment  is  to  be  made  in  the 
form  of  a check  made  payable  to  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Revenue .

PUBLIC  NOTICE. 

Upon  receipt  of  any  application,  the  Commission 
will  instruct  the  applicant  to  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  hearing  such  application  to  all 
parties  interested,  by  advertising  twice  a week 
for  two  successive  weeks,  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicant,  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation 
published  within  the  county  in  which  such  work 
is  to  be  done.  The  applicant  must  furnish  proof 
of  such  public  notice  at  the  hearing. 

The  Commission  will  give  public  notice  by  pub- 
lishing notice  in  the  Pennsylvania  Bulletin  and 
by  posting  such  notice  upon  the  premises  referred 
to  in  such  application. 

The  notices  referred  to  in  this  section  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the  location  and 
brief  description  of  construction  for  which 
application  is  made,  and  the  time  and  place  for 
the  public  hearing. 


§203.22.  PUBLIC  HEARING. 


No  construction  permit  will  be  granted  without  hearing 
by  the  Commission  of  all  interested  persons  present  at  such 
hearing . 


§203.23.  APPROVAL. 


If  the  Commissioners  upon  hearing,  will  approve  the 
plans  and  specifications  offered  in  the  application,  they 
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will  give  their  assent,  issue  a Construction  Permit  (DC-751) 
(9/76)  for  which  application  shall  have  been  made,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.

CONDITIONS. 

All  construction  permits  granted  will  contain  a 
condition  imposing  upon  the  licensee  the  duty  of 
keeping  slips  or  docks  free  and  clear  of  silt  and 
other  deposits  or  refuse,  so  as  to  maintain  a 
navigable  depth  therein  to  the  extent  fixed  in 
the  permit. 

In  all  cases  where  any  construction  permit  will  be 
given,  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  such  permit 
will  be  granted  shall,  within  six  months  from  the 
date  of  such  permit,  commence  the  work  for  which 
such  permit  will  have  been  granted  and  shall  pro- 
secute such  work  with  due  diligence  to  completion; 
otherwise  such  permit  shall  become  void. 

All  construction  must  be  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Commission. 
The  issuance  of  a construction  permit  by  the  Com- 
mission does  not  relieve  the  applicant  of  securing 
such  other  permits  or  approvals  required  by  other 
governmental  bodies. 

All  permits  are  granted  with  the  condition  that 
it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  licensee 
shall,  at  all  times,  hold  the  Commonwealth, 
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including  the  Commission  and  their  officials  and 
employes,  harmless  for  any  claims,  suits,  legal 
expenses,  and  judgments  which  anyone  may  bring 
against  the  Commonwealth,  including  the  Commission 
and  their  officials  and  employes,  and  against 
the  licensee  or  any  of  its  officers  and  employes 
for  any  conditions  occurring  on  property  caused 
or  alleged  to  be  caused  by  conditions  arising  from 
any  and  all  work  performed  under  a permit.  The 
licensee  agrees  that  it  shall  reimburse  the 
Commonwealth  for  any  expense  to  which  it  has 
been  put,  including  legal  fees,  engineering  fees, 
expert  witness  fees,  and  any  judgment 
rendered  against  the  Commonwealth,  as  a result  of 
claims  filed  or  suits  brought  against  the  Common- 
wealth, its  officers,  or  its  employes  by  anyone 
alleging  conditions  of  damage  arising  because  of 
the  work  of  the  licensee. 

(f)  The  Commission  may  establish  such  other  conditions 

as  it  deems  necessary  for  granting  of  a construction 
permit.  Such  additional  conditions  shall  be 
placed  on  the  back  of  Form  DC-751  (9/76),  Con- 
struction Permit,  at  the  time  of  approval. 

§203.25.  UNAUTHORIZED  CONSTRUCTION. 

If  any  person  shall  construct  without  permit  having 
been  obtained  from  the  Commission,  such  structure  shall  be 
deemed  a public  or  common  nuisance,  and  such  person  shall  be 
guilty  of  maintaining  a nuisance  and,  upon  conviction, 
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shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a fine  of  $500  or  to  suffer  an 
imprisonment  of  six  months,  or  both,  according  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court;  and,  when  such  nuisance  shall  be  in 
existence  at  the  time  of  the  conviction  and  sentence,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  to  direct 
either  the  defendant  or  the  sheriff  of  the  proper  county,  at 
the  expense  of  the  defendant,  to  abate  the  same. 
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CHAPTER  205. 


PILOTS  AND  PILOTAGE 
§205.1.  DEFINITIONS. 

The  following  words  and  terms,  when  used  in  this  Chapter, 
shall  have,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  ocherwise, 
the  following  meanings: 

LICENSE  - A license  to  exercise  the  profession  of  a 
pilot  granted  by  the  Commission. 

MISCONDUCT  - Human  behavior  which  violates  some  formal, 
duly  established  rule,  such  as  the  common  law, 
the  general  maritime  law,  or  Commission  regula- 
tions. In  the  absence  of  such  a rule,  "misconduct" 
is  human  behavior  which  a reasonable  person  would 
consider  to  constitute  a failure  to  conform  to 
the  standard  of  conduct  which  is  required  in  the 
light  of  all  the  existing  facts  and  circumstances. 

NEGLIGENCE  - The  commission  of  an  act  which  a reasonable 
prudent  person  of  the  same  station,  under  the 
same  circumstances,  would  not  commit,  or  the 
failure  to  perform  an  act  which  a reasonably 
prudent  person  of  the  same  station,  under  the 
same  circumstances,  would  not  fail  to  perform. 

INCAPACITY  - The  inability  on  the  part  of  a person  to 

perform  required  duties,  whether  due  to  professional 
deficiencies,  physical  disability,  mental  in- 
capacity, or  any  combination  of  these. 
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2.  AUTHORITY. 

(a)  Section  4 of  the  act  of  March  29,  1803  (P.L.  542) 
(55  P.S.  § 31)  authorizes  the  commissioners  the 
full  power  and  authority,  under  the  limitations 
prescribed  in  the  act,  to  grant  licenses  to  persons 
to  act  as  pilots  in  the  River  and  to  make  rules 
for  the  government  while  employed  in  that  service, 
to  decide,  on  application  of  the  parties  in 
interest,  all  differences  which  may  arise  between 
masters,  owners,  and  consignees  of  ships  or  ves- 
sels, and  pilots,  and  to  make,  ordain,  and  publish 
such  rules  and  regulations  with  such  penalties 

for  the  breach  thereof  in  respect  of  the  matters 
aforesaid,  as  they  shall  deem  fitting  and  proper. 

(b)  Section  12  of  the  act  of  June  8,  1907  (P.L.  469, 

No.  317)  (55  P.S.  § 111)  authorizes  the  Commission 
to  take  the  necessary  action  to  enforce  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  pertaining  to  pilots  and 
pilotage  in  the  bay  and  River. 

(c)  Section  4 of  the  act  of  1976  authorizes  the  Com- 
mission to: 

(1)  develop,  implement,  and  administer  a pilot 
licensure  testing  program; 

(2)  maintain  a complete  set  of  records  relating 
to  the  licensure  of  pilots;  and 

(3)  impose  fines  and  penalties  including  revoca- 
tion of  pilot's  license  for  violation  of 
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Commission  rules  and  regulations. 

3.  APPLICATION. 

(a)  Every  person  not  now  a licensed  pilot,  and  who 
desires  to  exercise  the  profession  of  pilot  in 
the  River  shall  appear  in  person  before  the  Com- 
mission for  an  application  for  a license  to 
entitle  him  to  follow  that  occupation. 

(b)  Application  for  appointment  as  an  apprentice  pilot 
shall  be  made  upon  a completed  Application  for 
Appointment  as  Apprentice  Pilot,  Form  DC-752 
(10/76)  . 

(c)  Application  by  an  apprentice  for  a license  shall 
be  made  upon  a completed  Application  for  Fourth 
Class  Pilot's  License;  Form  DC-753  (10-76). 

(d)  Application  by  a fourth  class  pilot  for  a third 
class  license  shall  be  made  upon  a completed 
Application  for  Third  Class  Pilot's  License,  Form 
DC-754  (10-76). 

(e)  Application  by  a third  class  pilot  for  a second 
class  license  shall  be  made  upon  a completed 
Application  for  Second  Class  Pilot's  License, 

Form  DC-755  (10-76) . 

(f)  Application  by  a second  class  pilot  for  a first 
class  license  shall  be  made  upon  a completed 
Application  for  First  Class  Pilot's  License, 

Form  DC-756  (10-76) . 
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4.  EXAMINATION. 

(a)  The  Commission  will  call  to  their  assistance  as 
many  pilots  of  the  first  class  as  they  may  see 
fit,  not  less  than  three  in  number,  to  examine 
every  person  so  applying  as  to  his  fitness  in  all 
respects  to  perform  the  duties  of  a pilot. 

(b)  Applicants  for  a fourth  class  license  must  pass 

a written  and  oral  examination  with  a score  of  at 
least  907o.  The  examination  may  consist  of,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  following  topics: 

(1)  Inland  and  pilot  rules. 

(2)  Aids  to  navigation. 

(3)  Courses,  distances,  and  distances  passed 
abeam  at  change  of  course  points  between 
given  points . 

(4)  Important  and  essential  cable  areas. 

(5)  Dredged  channel  widths  and  depths. 

(6)  Bridge  signals,  widths,  regulations,  and 
closing  periods. 

(7)  Ship  handling,  docking  problems,  seamanship 
by  actual  observation,  use  of  tow  boats  and 
anchors . 

(8)  Rules  of  the  Commission. 

(9)  Anchorage  locations. 

(10)  Duties  of  a pilot. 

(11)  Relationship  between  master  and  pilot. 
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(12)  Practical  operation  and  use  of  marine  radar, 
including  use  of  maneuvering  board. 

(13)  Currents  and  tides. 

(14)  Dock  headings,  lengths,  depths  of  water 
alongside,  pier  locations  and  berth  numbers. 

(15)  United  States  Government  Public  Health 
Quarantine  regulations. 

(16)  Prohibited  areas,  restricted  areas, 
explosive  anchorages. 

(17)  Chart  knowledge,  including  chart  sym.bols 
and  abbreviations. 

(18)  Use  of  navigational  and  bridge  instruments. 

(19)  Engine  order  and  rudder  commands  for: 

(i)  United  States  Merchant  vessels; 

(ii)  United  States  Naval  vessels;  and 

(iii)  Foreign  flag  merchant  vessels. 

(20)  Ranges  for  determining  error  in  channel 
ranges . 

(c)  Such  further  examination  as  the  Commission  may 
consider  necessary  to  establish  the  proficiency 
of  the  applicant  may  be  required. 

5.  CLASSIFICATIONS  OF  PILOTS.

(b)  PILOTS  OF  THE  SECOND  CLASS  - Persons  capable  of 
piloting  ships  or  vessels  drawing  34  feet  of 
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(c)  PILOTS  OF  THE  THIRD  CLASS  - Persons  capable  of 
piloting  ships  or  vessels  drawing  27  feet  of 
water  or  under. 

(d)  PILOTS  OF  THE  FOURTH  CLASS  - Persons  capable  of 
piloting  ships  or  vessels  drawing  23  feet  of 
water  or  under. 

6.  UNDERRATE  PILOT  LIMITATIONS. 

(a)  Fourth  class  pilots  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  limitations: 

(1)  For  the  first  35  ships,  9,500  gross  tons, 

575  feet  length  overall  and  23  feet  draft. 

(2)  For  the  next  35  ships;  15,000  gross  tons, 

625  feet  length  overall  and  23  feet  draft. 

(3)  Then  18,000  gross  tons,  675  feet  length 
overall  and  23  feet  draft. 

(b)  Third  class  pilots  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  limitation:  30,000  gross  tons  and  27 
feet  draft. 

(c)  Second  class  pilots  - first  year  - shall  be  subject 
to  the  following  limitations:  40,000  gross  tons 
and  34  feet  draft. 

(d)  Second  class  pilots  - second  year  - shall  be  subject 
to  the  following  limitations:  34  feet  draft. 

7.  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  PILOTS. 

(a)  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  to  act 
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as  a pilot  of  the  fourth  class  unless  he  has 
reached  the  age  of  18  and  has  served  a regular 
apprenticeship  of  four  years  on  board  a pilot- 
boat  . 

(b)  No  license  of  the  third  class  shall  be  granted  to 
any  person,  unless  he  shall  have  served  at  least 
one  year  as  a fourth  class  pilot. 

(c)  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  a license  of  the 
second  class  who  has  not  served  one  year  in  the 
fourth  class  and  at  least  one  year  in  the  third 
class . 

(d)  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  a license  of  the 
first  class  who  has  not  served  a total  of  at  least 
four  years  in  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  classes, 
with  at  least  two  years  of  such  service  having 
been  served  in  the  second  class. 

(e)  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  or  renewed  for  any 
person  to  act  as  a pilot  of  any  class  unless  he 
is  qualified  as  a radar  observer  as  evidenced  by: 

(1)  A current  federal  pilot's  license  issued  by 
the  United  States  Coast  Guard  containing  an 
endorsement  that  the  licensee  is  so 
qualified;  or 

(2)  A certificate  issued  by  the  New  York  Maritime 
Administration  Office  or  other  certification 
acceptable  to  the  Commission,  dated  not  more 
than  five  years  prior  to  the  date  on  which 
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the  license  is  to  be  granted,  evidencing 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  course  of 
instruction  for  radar  observers. 


§205.8.  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

(a)  The  physical  qualifications  for  a pilot  shall  be: 

(1)  VISUAL  - ability  to  achieve  visual  classi- 
fication of  6/9  in  one  eye  and  6/24  in  the 
other  correctable  to  6/6  in  one  eye  and  at 
least  6/9  in  the  other,  and  normal  color 
preception. 

(2)  HEARING  - ability  to  maintain  hearing  acuity 
to  the  minimum  extent  of  correctly  repeating 
words  or  numbers  spoken  by  the  examiner  in 
an  ordinary  conversational  tone  of  voice 
from  a distance  of  twenty  feet,  the  person 
being  examined  having  his  eyes  closed  during 
the  period  of  the  test.  This  examination 
applies  equally  to  each  ear  with  the  person 
being  examined  closing  one  ear  in  turn  and 

' directing  the  open  ear  towards  the  examiner. 

(e)  OTHER  - the  Commission  will  take  into  con- 
sideration any  and  all  information  supplied 
by  an  examining  physician  when  determining 
the  physical  fitness  of  any  pilot. 

(b)  Physical  examinations  shall  be  required: 

(1)  every  three  years  for  all  pilots  50  years 
of  age  and  under; 
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(2)  every  year  for  all  pilots  OVer  50  years  of 


age;  and 

(3)  by  all  applicants  for  apprenticeship.

APPRENTICES. 

(a) 

The  term  of  apprenticeship  for  the  profession  of 

pilot  shall  be  fout*  years.

During  the  last  two  years  of  apprenticeship, 

apprentices  shall  make  at  least  350  trips  up  or 

down  the  River  in  vessels  with  first  or  second 

class  pilots,  provided  that  at  least  48  trips  are 

made  each  year.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  pilot  who  shall  so 

bring  up  or  take  down  an  apprentice  to  report  such 

trips  in  writing  to  the  Office  of  the  Commissioners.

The  name  of  every  such  apprentice,  together  with 

the  name  of  the  vessel  and  her  master,  in  which 

every  such  apprentice  shall  have  come  up  or  gone 

down  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Commissioners  in  a 

book  kept  by  them  for  that  purpose.  All  indentures 

of  apprentices  to  pilots  shall  be  recorded  in 

the  Office  of  the  Commission.

Each  license  shall  be  in  force  for  one  year  from  the 
issuance  date  unless  revoked  by  the  Commission. 

§205.11.  NON-DISCRIMINATION. 

No  person  shall  be  denied  a license,  refused  an  apprentice 
ship  indenture,  refused  sponsorship  for  a pilot's  license, 
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or  discriminated  against  in  the  provision  of  pilotage  services, 
on  the  basis  of  race,  religion,  national  origin,  sex  or  age.

(5)  Nature  of  the  accident. 

(6)  Nature  of  loss  or  damage. 

A copy  of  a completed  United  States  Coast  Guard 
Report  of  Vessel  Casualty  or  Accident  Form  and 
any  attachments  thereof  is  acceptable. 
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§205.27.  RATES  FOR  PILOTAGE  BETWEEN  CAPES  AND  PORT. 

For  services  rendered,  the  rates  of  pilotage  for  con- 
ducting a vessel  from  the  Capes  of  the  Delaware  to  a place 
on  the  River  no  further  upriver  than  the  Delair  Railroad 
Bridge  between  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  and  Delair,  New 
Jersey  or  from  a place  on  the  River  no  further  upriver  than 
the  Delair  Railroad  Bridge  between  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Delair,  New  Jersey  to  the  Capes  of  the  Delaware,  in 
either  case,  shall  be  the  total  of  the  charges  resulting 
from  the  two  following  computations:

(i)  A charge,  to  be  known  as  a unit  charge, 
shall  be  made  for  each  pilotage,  determined 
by  length  overall,  in  feet,  multiplied  by 
the  extreme  breadth,  in  feet,  of  the  vessel, 
divided  by  100.

(2)  Draft.  -

excess  of  550  feet:  $5.00  per  1/2  foot 
of  draft. 

(B)  Vessels  with  a length  overall  in  excess 
of  550  feet,  but  not  in  excess  of  800 
feet:  $5.50  per  1/2  foot  of  draft. 

(C)  Vessels  with  a length  overall  in  excess 
of  800  feet:  $6,00  per  1/2  foot  of 
draft . 
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(ii)  All  charges  related  to  draft  shall  be  based 
upon  the  charge  of  the  nearest  1/2  foot  of 
draft;  thus  there  shall  be  no  charge  for  the 
first  three  inches  above  any  foot  draft;

DISPUTES. 

(a) 

In  all  cases  where  extraordinary  services  have 

been  rendered  by  any  pilot,  the  Commissioners 

will,  in  case  the  parties  cannot  agree,  determine 

the  compensation  to  be  allowed  for  such  services 

after  hearing  the  dispute. 

(b) 

Upon  receipt  of  written  request  from  the  pilot 

stating  the  facts  of  the  extraordinary  services 

within  30  days  of  the  completion  of  such  service, 

the  Commission  will  give  notice  to  both  parties 

of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  such  dispute.

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CHAPTER  207. 


NAVIGATION 
GENERAL  PROVISIONS 


§207.1.  DEFINITIONS. 


The  following  words  and  terms,  when  used  in  this  chapter, 
shall  have,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise, 
the  following  meanings: 

AGENT  - Any  individual,  corporation,  or  other  entity 

contracting  to  man,  victual,  navigate,  or  operate 
a vessel. 


§207.2.  AUTHORITY. 

(a)  Section  4 of  the  act  of  July  9,  1976  (P.L.  _ No. 
197)  (71  P.  S.  § 670.2)  authorizes  the  Commission 
to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  necessary 
for  the  proper  navigation  of  the  River.

§207.3.  REGULATION  ENFORCEMENT. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
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to  take  the  necessary  action  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter,  and,  if  any  person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
comply  with  the  directions  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
in  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  office,  or  shall 
knowingly  fail  to  comply  with  this  Chapter,  or  if  any  person 
shall  obstruct  or  prevent  the  Chairman  in  the  execution  of 
his  duties,  such  person  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay,  for 
each  offense,  a fine  not  exceeding  $500  unless  another 
penalty  is  specified.

NAVIGATION  REGULATIONS 
SUNKEN  VESSELS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission, immediately  upon  information  of  the 
sinking  of  any  vessel  in  the  channelway  of  the 
tidewaters  of  the  River  or  in  any  of  the  docks 
thereof  or  in  any  location  as  to  present  a 
hazard  to  navigation,  to  give  notice  to  the 
owner,  master,  or  other  agent  having  charge 
thereof  to  raise  and  remove  such  obstruction  or 
present  a plan  for  such  removal  satisfactory  to 
the  Commission  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of 
such  notice,  under  a penalty  of  $100,  to  and  for 
the  use  of  the  Commonwealth. 

In  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  of  the  parties 
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interested,  as  set  forth  in  subsection  (a)  of 
this  section,  to  raise  and  remove  any  such 
obstruction  within  10  days,  it  will  be  the 
further  duty  of  the  Chairman  to  have  it  raised 
and  removed,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  master, 
or  agent,  and  such  vessel  and  its  cargo  shall  be 
subject  to  a lien,  in  the  hands  of  the  Chairman, 
until  the  expenses  of  raising  and  removing  shall 
be  fully  paid  to  him.  The  Chairman  is  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction  to  the 
highest  bidder,  for  cash,  all  such  property,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  is  necessary  to  pay  all  the 
expenses  of  raising,  removing,  together  with  the 
penalty  provided  in  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section  and  the  cost  of  sale,  and  he  will  return 
the  surplus,  if  any,  of  such  sale  to  such  person 
as  shall  be  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same, 
(c)  The  Chairman  of  Commission,  before  proceeding  to 
sell  such  property,  will  give  five  days  notice  by 
at  least  20  printed  handbills,  to  be  posted  in 
conspicuous  places  in  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  the  locality  setting  forth  a full  description 
of  his  property  to  be  sold,  together  with  the 
time  and  place  of  selling  the  same.  Should  the 
sum  realized  from  such  sale  be  insufficient  to 
pay  all  of  such  expenses  of  raising  and  removing. 
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together  with  the  penalty  and  expenses  of  sale, 
the  Chairman  of  Commissioners  may  sue  for  the 
amount  of  such  deficiency  in  the  name  of  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  any  court  of 
the  Commonwealth  having  jurisdiction  in  similar 
cases,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  Commonwealth  to  institute  and  prosecute 
such  suits  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioners. 
§207.12.  REMOVAL  OF  VESSELS. 

If  the  Commission  directs  the  removal  of  any  vessel 
obstructing  commerce  or  navigation  in  the  River  and  if  the 
vessel  is  not  promptly  moved  as  directed,  it  may  cause  the 
vessel  to  be  moved  at  the  expense  of  the  master  or  owners 
thereof,  and,  if  such  master  or  owners  neglect  or  refuse  on 
demand  to  pay  such  an  expense,  the  Commission  may  recover 
the  amount  in  an  action  of  assumpsit. 

§207.13.  CASTING  REFUSE. 

If  any  person  shall  cast,  place,  or  leave  in  position 
where  the  same  may  be  washed  or  drifted  into  the  tideway  of 
the  River,  any  ballast,  cinders,  ashes,  dirt,  refuse,  or  any 
heavy  article  whatever,  he,  for  every  such  offense,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a sum  not  exceeding  $100,  to  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  with  costs  of  suit  by  the  Chairman  of  Commissioners, 
for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  before  any  magistrate  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  or  before  a justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  proper  county. 
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§207.14.  SPEED  OF  VESSELS. 


Every  master,  officer,  or  other  person,  having  charge 
of  any  vessel  navigating  the  River  who  operates  a vessel  at 
such  speed  as  to  risk  harm  to  persons  or  property  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a sum  not  exceeding  $50  for  the  first  offense 
and  not  less  than  $75  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  subsequent 
offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Commissioners,  for  the  use  of  the 
Commonwealth,  before  any  magistrate  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
or  before  an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper 
county .

WHARVES  AND  DOCKS 
GENERAL  PROVISIONS 
§209.1.  DEFINITIONS. 

(Reserved) 

§209.2.  AUTHORITY. 

Section  4 of  the  act  of  June  8,  1907  (P.L.  496,  No. 

322)  (55  P.S.  § 391)  authorizes  the  Coiranissioners  to  make 
rules  for  regulating,  stationing,  and  anchoring  ships, 
vessels,  and  boats  in  the  River  and  its  navigable  tributaries, 
at  the  wharves,  piers,  or  bulkheads,  or  in  the  docks,  slips, 
or  basins  extending  into  or  on  the  River  and  its  navigable 
tributaries,  for  removing,  from  time  to  time,  ships,  vessels, 
and  boats  in  order  to  accommodate  and  make  room  for  others 
or  for  admitting  river  craft  to  pass  in  and  out  of  the 
docks,  slips,  and  basins,  and  for  compelling  the  masters  and 
captains  of  ships,  vessels,  and  boats  to  accommodate  each 
other  so  that  ships,  vessels,  and  boats  shall,  for  a reasonable 
time,  be  entitled  to  berths  next  to  the  wharves,  piers,  and 
bulkheads  until  they  have  landed  or  loaded  their  cargoes. 

§209.3.  REGULATION  ENFORCEMENT. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  to  take  the  necessary 
action  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  and,  if 
any  person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  directions 
of  the  Chairman  in  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his 
office  or  shall  knowingly  fail  to  comply  with  this  chapter 
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or  if  any  person  shall  obstruct  or  prevent  the  Chairman  in 
the  execution  of  his  duties,  such  person  shall  be  guilty  of 
a misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay,  for  each  offense,  a fine  not  exceeding  $500,  unless 
another  penalty  is  specified. 


WHARFAGE 

§209.11.  WHARFAGE  RATES. 

(a)  The  Commission,  after  a hearing  of  the  parties  in 
interest,  is  authorized  to  regulate  the  services 
and  to  fix  the  maximum  rates  for  wharfage,  cranage, 
and  dockage. 

(b)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  Commissioners 
will  not  have  jurisdiction  within  any  city  of 

the  first  class. 


§209.12.  APPORTIONMENT  OF  WHARFAGE. 

(a)  In  all  cases  where  the  owners  of  adjoining 

wharves,  docks,  landings,  or  riverfronts,  or  any 
parts  thereof,  upon  the  River  and  not  situated 
in  cities  of  the  first  class,  shall  disagree  as 
to  the  proper  apportionment  of  the  wharfage  or 
dockage  payable  to  them  in  accordance  with  their 
titles  by  persons  making  use  of  the  same  or  by 
vessels  lying  in  front  thereof,  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  the  Commissioners,  upon  the  written 
application  of  one  or  more  of  such  owners,  after

notice  to  the  parties  interested,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  established  customs  and  usages  of  the 
port  or  place  where  such  wharves,  docks,  landings, 
or  riverfront  are  located  or,  where  there  is  no 
such  usage,  then  as  justice  and  equality  may 
require,  to  determine  the  relative  proportions  of 
such  wharfage  or  dockage  belonging  to  the  several 
proprietors  of  such  adjoining  wharves,  docks, 
landings,  or  river fronts  or  any  parts  thereof. 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 

authorize  the  Commissioners  to  take  cognizance  of 
any  question  involving  the  title  of  such  property, 
but  such  jurisdiction  and  the  power  to  enforce 
the  rights  of  the  owners  of  such  wharves,  docks, 
landings,  and  waterfront  to  wharfage  and  dockage 
against  persons  or  vessels  heretofore  or  hereafter 
using  or  lying  opposite  the  same,  shall  remain 
as  heretofore  in  the  proper  courts  of  law. 

§209.13.  DOCK  MAINTENANCE. 

(a)  Whenever  the  owners  or  lessees  of  any  wharf,  pier, 
or  bulkhead  shall  fail  to  keep  and  maintain  the 
adjoining  docks  cleaned  and  free  from  obstruction, 
it  will  be  lawful  for  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission, upon  default  for  30  days  after  the 
service  of  notice  on  such  owners  or  lessees,  to 
clean  up  or  cause  such  docks  to  be  cleaned  and 
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freed  from  obstructions,  to  apportion  the  expense 
among  the  owners  or  lessees  of  the  wharves,  piers, 
and  bulkheads  adjoining  such  docks,  in  proportion 
to  the  extent  of  their  wharves,  piers,  or 
bulkheads  having  the  privilege  of  use  of 
such  docks,  and  to  collect  the  cost  and  expense 
of  the  same  by  filing  liens  therefore  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth  and  issuing  process 
thereupon  as  is  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of 
liens  filed  for  work  done  by  a municipal  cor- 
poration. All  liens  for  such  work  shall  be  filed 
by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  in  the 
case  of  liens  for  municipal  work  under  existing 
laws  . 

(b)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  Commissioners 
will  not  have  jurisdiction  within  any  city  of 
the  first  class. 


§209.14.  OBSTRUCTING  DOCKS. 

(a)  When  fasts  or  lines  of  vessels  extend  across  a 
dock  so  as  to  obstruct  passing  vessels,  the 
captain  or  person  in  charge  shall,  when  so 
ordered  by  the  Commission,  cause  the  fasts  or 
lines  to  be  slackened  or  cast  off.  Such  fasts 
or  lines  shall  be  marked  at  night  by  a red  light 
in  the  center  thereof. 

(b)  Vessels  lying  at  the  ends  of  piers  so  as  to 
obstruct  the  passage  to  the  adjoining  docks  must 
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slack  their  lines  or  move  when  necessary  to 
accommodate  other  vessels  entering  or  leaving 
the  docks . 

(c)  Vessels  lying  alongside  of  a wharf  and  not  taking 
in  or  discharging  cargo  must  make  way  for  and 
permit  other  vessels  that  want  to  load  or  unload 
cargo  to  come  inside  next  to  wharf. 

(d)  No  dock  shall  be  unnecessarily  obstructed  by  a 
vessel  so  as  to  prevent  the  loading  or  unloading 
of  cargo  by  another  vessel. 

(e)  Vessels  lying  in  berths  in  positions  where  they 
extend  beyond  the  line  of  the  pier  do  so  at  their 
own  risk  and  may  be  held  responsible  for  any 

damage  that  may  occur  by  reason  of  their  encroachment 
on  the  River.  Such  vessels  shall  comply  with 
United  States  Coast  Guard  Inland  Rules  of  the 
Road  provisions  governing  signals  and  lights. 

(f)  No  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  interpreted 
to  permit  violation  of  any  applicable  federal  law 
or  regulation. 


§209.15.  VESSELS  INCREASING  WIDTH. 


Vessels  that  increase  their  width  by  using  ballast- 
logs,  pontoons,  or  other  devices  of  like  nature  must  move 
such  equipment  within  four  hours  notice  to  accommodate  other 
vessels  when  so  ordered  by  the  Commission  and  shall  pay  the 
expense  of  moving  such  other  vessels  that  have  to  be  moved

to  allow  the  vessel  with  such  appliances  to  enter  or  leave 
dock. 


§209.16. 

ACCOMMODATION  OF  VESSELS  LOADING  AND  DISCHARGING 

CARGO . 

(a) 

The  master  or  captain  of  a vessel  lying  alongside 

any  wharf  or  pier  loading  or  discharging  cargo 

and  encroaching  further  on  the  waterway  by  working 

cargo  or  bunkers  to  or  from  floating  equipment 

from  the  offshore  side  must  move  such  floating 

equipment  upon  four  hours  notice,  at  the  expense 

of  the  vessel  loading  or  discharging  cargo  or 

bunkers,  in  order  to  make  way  for  and  permit 

other  vessels  that  want  to  load  or  unload  to 

come  next  to  the  wharf  or  pier.  The  same  regula- 
tion shall  be  applicable  when  a vessel  is 

desirous  of  leaving  a wharf  or  pier.  Notice 

shall  be  considered  proper  when  given  to  the 

terminal  operator  of  the  wharf  or  pier  involved 

who  shall  forthwith  notify  the  master,  captain, 

agent  or  proper  representative  of  the  vessel  to 

be  moved. 

(b) 

Terminal  operators  should  notify  the  Commission 

of  any  violation  of  this  section  by  written  state- 
ment setting  forth  the  name  of  the  violator,  the 

time  and  place  of  the  violation,  and  the  name  of 

the  aggrieved  party.
